rest of the family, except Mrs. Studebaker 
and

grandchild, are away from 
home. 
Mrs. Studebaker discovered the 
fire at 2 o’clock this morning in a closet 
opposite Mr. Studebaker’s “den” and un­ 
der the rear stairway. 
The flames were 
caused by the spontaneous combustion of 
some oil rags which painters had been 
using. 
Noxt to the closet was tho elevator 
shaft 
reaching 
to 
the 
roof, and 
through 
this 
the 
flames 
shot 
and 
spread all over tho building in an incredi­ 
bly short time. The domestics had a nar­ 
row escape, and Mrs. 
Studebaker herself 
was foupd upon the terrace nearly insensi­ 
ble, dangerously burned, and clasping her 
grandchild in her arms. 
Tho insurance 
amounts to $25,000.

It is not a pleasant task for one ti 
dwell upon and talk about the faults of a 
friend or even to knew that snob faults 
exist. Nor is it an enjoyable business 
for us to notice what to U9 seem to be 
glaring and inexcusable faults of the 
Evening Wisconsin, in its unfriendly and 
unfair attacks upon the governor. Many 
of our.friende know well that we have 
always held and expressed a very high 
opinion of that paper. 
When appealed 
to by any of our friends ss to what state 
paper we would recommend to such of 
them as wanted to subscribe for some 
able city paper, containing more state and 
general news than we could give them in 
The Eagle, how often have we recom­ 
mended the Wisconsin. How often have 
we recommended it [for its fairness and 
candor on all pubho questions. Though, 
perhaps, hardly radical enough to suit 
some readers, yet we never hesitated to 
dwell upon its reliability—never going 
into any unfair or unreasonable extremes 
on any question. 
Always clean, conser­ 
vative, truthful, just and fair; always re­ 
liable with all questions it treated upon 
—euoh were our opinions of it, and often 
were they so expressed. 
We are sorry to find that something has 
come over the Wisconsin, recently, a 
change, that makes it differ so much 
from what we used to believe aud asser t 
of it formerly. Its extreme and unfair 
efforts to injure Governor Hoard and to 
lower him in the estimation of the peo­ 
ple of the state, have of late been ear­ 
ned to such extremes as to compel the 
governor’s political opponents evea to 
condemn its course. 
We wondered greatly last Bummer, in 
view of its past fairness, how the Wis­ 
consin could stoop to publish the pre­ 
tended ‘ ’special telegrams” 
attacking 
Mr. Hoard as a candidate for a high of­ 
fice and aa a man, which appealed in its 
columns a day or two before holding of 
the 
convention that nominated him. 
However, we oouldhave forgiven that, 
upon the assumption that the Wisconsin 
had for once lost its temper, at seeing a 
rival paper’s candidate so far outstrip­ 
ping all others in the race for nomination 
That attack, though undefensible upon 
any ground, was perhaps forgiveabls un­ 
der the circumstances.

It contd 
not help seeing that it failed to burt Mr, 
Hoard, and its knowledge of human na­ 
ture ought to have taught it that he who 
tries to destroy anothei’s popularity aud 
fails, stands in serious danger of destroy­ 
ing his own. 
But (he Wisconsin is evidently willing 
to run that risk. For atter the govern - 
or’s order for troops to prevent strike 
riots in Superior, lately—an undoubted­ 
ly wise act, he was assailed in all possible 
and ridiculous ways for it. It didn’t 
hurt th a governor: for we believe that 
ninete en-twentieths of the people ap­ 
proved of what be did. 
Its latest excuse for attacking the gov­ 
ernor is the recent resignation of Col­ 
onel Carter as state 
prison 
com­ 
missioner and the appointment of Mr. 
Weeks to the place. Although the ap­ 
pointing power in the ease is the state 
board of a aper vision, the Wisconsin has 
invented a complete theory whereby the 
governor is charged with having Carter 
discharged to make room for a political 
creditor rf his. 
It is not likely that 
Governor Hoard has so little regard for 
ho own standing before the people of the 
state as lobe guilty of what be is shagged 
by the Wisconsin, to say nothing of bis 
Dot being able to so “boss'’ the commit­ 
tee to do a dirty job for him, even were 
he the man to attempt such a thing. It 
does not appear that any of the republi­ 
can papers have any knowledge of the 
cause for Col. Carter’s resignation. We 
are a little afraid that the Wisconsin 
knows no more facts in tbe case than the 
other papers; that it only jumps at con­ 
clusions in order to make another attack 
on Governor Hoard. 
The Wisconsin is a republican paper. 
One should think that a regard for the 
party would prevent it from being the 
inventor and instigator of charges against 
a republican (governor, to be repeated 
by every political enemy of the party 
among tbe papers of the state—and upon 
its authority.

P a u l , Minn., Oct. IO.—The prairie 
and timber fires which have been raging 
in several towns adjoining St. Cloud are 
assuming a serious aspect. 
Owing to the 
existing dryness the fire is burning sav- 
agely, and in nearly every instance where 
water is not in abundance tho fighting with 
fire proves futile. Last night the flames in 
the town of St. Cloud, about two miles west 
of the city, were revived by a strong 
breeze from the west, and at 12 o'clock tho 
fire was burning fiercely in the timber a 
mile from the city. 
Several farmers in 
the burning districts have already sus­ 
tained heavy losses and somo of them in 
the burning towns will be obliged to sur­ 
render their homes to the flames if rain 
does not come within a short time. 
The 
situation is unquestionably 
dangerous. 
The drought is noticeable even at St. 
Paul, and rain is sadly needed. 
In the 
northern part of tho State there is a con­ 
stant fight against timber fires. 
This forenoon the fire burned its way to 
within a few rods of the Manitoba west 
side tracks and tbe city limits. 
An im­ 
mense lot of hay was burned last night. 
N. P. Clark loses over a hundred tons. 
The smoke is so dense in the city to-day as 
to make it impossible to see further than a 
block. 
The fire is burning from four to 
six feet in tho ground. 


F ir e in M ic h ig a n 's P ris o n .

B e r l in , Oct. IO.—Arrangements have 
been made for the most imposing military 
reception on the arrival of the Czar over 
witnessed in Berlin. 
The entire route 
from the Lehrter railroad station across 
the Koenigsplatz and as far as the Char- 
lottenburg road will be lined with cavalry, 
and beyond this by infantry up to the 
gates of the Russian embassy. 
It is hinted 
in certain quarters that this extraordinary 
array of bayonets is intended quite as 
much as an impressive reminder of the 
strength of the German army as for an 
innocent spectacular entertainment Gen. 
Werder will meet the Czar at Kiel and 
accompany him to Berlin. 
Tho First reg­ 
iment of guards, together with a company 
of the 
Alexander regiment, will act 
as a body guard to the Czar on tho 
route from Kiel 
to 
Berlin. 
After 
arriving at the capital his escort from 
the railroad station to the Russian em­ 
bassy will consist of four squadrons’of cav­ 
alry. 
The most stringent precautions have 
been taken to prevent the possibility of 
the approach of the public to his majes­ 
ty’s person. 
Besides the troops which will 
be stretched out in solid columns on each 
side the route police officials in citizens’ 
clothes will be thickly scattered along the 
edge of the crowds, with instructions to 
watch for any suspicious movement on the 
part of individuals or groups of people. 
These precautions oro taken, it is under­ 
stood, at the express wish of tho Czar 
himself, whose secret police have warned 
him that the greatest care should be taken 
during his stay in Berlin to insure his 
safety. 
Acting upon this suggestion the 
German officials are making a thorough 
canvass of the houses along the proposed 
route to see that no suspicious persons are 
lodged there.

W ashington, Oct. IO.—The commis­ 
sioners appointed to examine and report 
upon the needs of the postal service at 
Chicago has completed its labors and sub­ 
mitted its report to Postmaster-General 
W anamaker, 
in the course of which it 
says: 
“ The quarters assigned for the use of 
tho postoffice at Chicago are not suitable 
or ample. 
In order to secure more room 
two small areas connected with the ^ast 
and west corridors, main floor, are now 
being inclosed for the uso of the wholesale 
and retail stam p departments aii<J a part 
of the mailing division. 
This addition j 
will give more room for the mibney ordoh 
and registry divisions and slightly relieve 
the eity delivery division. 
“ In the near future, however—in fact, 
at present—more room and additional 
facilities for tho postal service of Chicago 
and the Northwest should be supplied. 
Chicago is tho next largest postoffice in 
the country, and in importance Is secqpd 
to none. 
Its business should not be con­ 
sidered local. 
The largo nflmber of im­ 
portant railway lines centering and con­ 
necting at Chicago makes the postoffice the 
largest exchange and distributing point 
between the East and the West and the 
Northwest. 
Good and efficient service a t 
this im portant center necessarily means 
better service for the vast and growing 
section of our country known as the N orth­ 
west 
“ We are of the opinion that the most 
practical solution of the question is to con­ 
struct annexes to tho \ present building, 
enlarging the main floor space on the east 
and west to the line of the pavements. 
The addditional floor space which would 
be gained by this plan is stated to be 
60,760 square 
feet, 
or 87.8 per cont. 
These annexes can be constructed of iron 
without much cost, in such a manner a? to 
improve rather than m ar the architectural 
effect upon tho exterior of the building. 
Additional furniture should be provided 
without delay. 
“ A reorganization of the executive divi­ 
sion is recommended, also one additional 
record clerk, who will also perform the 
dirties of 
a draughtsman. 
The present 
force of the mailing division numbers 2fio, 
with salaries aggregating $200,500. 
W ith 
the ten inquiry clerks recommended to be 
assigned to this division tho force will niftn- 
ber 265, with salaries aggregating $208,- 
900. 
Twenty-six additional regular 
and twelve tem porary clerks, with a total 
amount of $19,570 for salaries, are recom­ 
mended, making, with seven clerks changed 
frond tfce executive division to this division, 
298 regular employes, with a total of 
$233,400 for salaries.”

E xtension.

General W anam aker will recommend in 
his annual report that tho froe-delivery 
system be extended to cities of 8, OOO in­ 
habitants.

A Decision That the Electrical Execution

A uburn, N. Y ., Oct. IO.—Judge Day 
decides that the electrical execution law is 
constitutional and remands Kemmler to 
tho custody of tho warden of Auburn prison. 
The court holds that the presumption of 
the constitutionality of the act has not 
been overcome by the prisoner, inasmuch 
as|he has not shown conclusively that the 
infliction of death by electricity is “cruel 
and inhuman,” and so prohibited by tho 
constitution, or that a sufficient force of 
electricity to take human life cannot be 
generated. 
The case will be carried to 
the Court of Appeals.

The cable brings the sad in'Diligence of 
the death at his home in 
London of tho 
great English novelist, 
W illiam W ilkie 
Collins, of bronchitis. 
Mr. 
Collins was 
born in January, 1824. 
His father was a 
celebrated painter of rustic scenes and his 
mother was one of a very distinguished 
family 
of 
artists. 
He 
received 
his 
education under tho most competent in­ 
struction in a private school in London, 
where the family resided. 
When the lad 
was 13 years old his father took him to 
Italy for two years, the change bringing 
grateful relief from Greek and 
Latin, 
which the youth disliked, and serving to 
make him acquainted with French and 
Italian. 
When ho returned to England 
young Collins was askod to choose Ikj- 
tween the university and tho church. 
Neither of these alternatives suited him, 
and ho wont into a merchant's office, 
where he remained four years. 
While 
hero ho began to write modest little arti­ 
cles and short stories for the small period­ 
icals of the day, this avocation supplying 
a welcome variation from the routine of 
his office life. 
Finally mercantile pur­ 
suits lost their attractions for him, and he 
read law and was admitted to practice, 
making Lincoln's Inn his home. 
Meanwhile, as a relaxation from the law, 
ho had written his first novel. 
The scene 
was in the Island of Tahiti before it was 
discovered by Europeans. 
“ My youthful 
imagination,” wrote the author years af­ 
ter, “ran riot among tho noble savages in 
scenes which caused the respectable Brit­ 
ish publisher to declare that it was impos­ 
sible to put his name on tho titlo pago of 
such a novol.” 
The young author was 
discouraged at his inability to get the tale 
published, but be soon plucked up heart 
and began another—a romance of the fifth 
century, Homo being tho scene. 
Tho death 
of young Collins’ father interrupted the 
labors of tho briefless barrister upon this 
story, and the volume of “Memoirs,” an 
affectionate and appreciative tribute to his

WILLIAM WILKIE COLLINS. 
father, was prepared aud published in 1848 
the author being 24. 
This was tho beginning of W ilkie Col­ 
lins’ 
literary career. 
He fin shod his 
m edieval tale, and it was published in 
1850, 
under tho title of “ Antonina, or, 
The Fall of Rome.” 
Two years later 
“ Basil” 
appeared, 
but it was not until 
1857, when “ The Dead Secret” was pub­ 
lished, 
that his work attracted general 
attention. 
He had some qualities which 
were revealed in their best form iii 
“ Tho 
Woman in W hite,” published in I HOO—an 
extraordinary faculty for the invention of 
incidents which gavo the story a brisk 
movement from start to finish. 
“No 
Name” appeared in 1882, “ Armadale,” in 
1806; “ The New Magdalen,” in 1873; “The 
Law and the Lady, ’ * in 1875, and “Tho 
Black Robe,” in 1881. 
Ho also contrib­ 
uted frequently to Household Words and 
other well known periodicals. 
As soon as Collins settled upon tho con­ 
struction of a new novel his plan of pro­ 
cedure was to weavo a plot, 
select his 
characters, and build up his incidents. 
His first aim and chief difficulty always 
was to begin at tho beginning so that the 
story he had in mind m ight tell itself on to 
its predetermined end. 
He never spared 
himself the least trouble in his literary 
work and ever took minuto pains with tho 
details of his labors. 
Most of his novels, 
by the time they wero given to tho public 
in book form, 
were written or revised 
seven times—the first timo writing, a 
re­ 
vision the noxt day before tho autograph 
manuscript goes to a copyist, a second and 
third revision upon the copyist’s manu­ 
script, a fourth on the proof, a fifth on the 
printer’s revise, and a final revision after 
the story appeared in a periodical as he 
mado it ready for publication in book 
form. 
"Wilkie Collins was one of the most cher­ 
ished friends of Charles Dickens, to whom 
he was related by marriage. Almost every 
day when they wero in London this distin­ 
guished couple m ight be seen walking arm 
in arm along tho Strand, or sitting teto a 
tote over chops and coffee in Verrey s res­ 
taurant on Regent street. Dickens enjoyed 
vuito a reputation as an amateur actor in 
London and was particularly clever in tho 
dramas of his friend Collins. 
“ The Light 
House,” undoubtedly tho best 
play that 
W ilkie Collins ever attempted to write, 
was acted in Dickens’ private house and 
also at Camden house, Kensington. 
Dick­ 
ens was the light house keeper, 
and his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Hogarth, played lead­ 
ing business with him. 
This is said to 
have given rise to that domestic infelicity 
which finally separated the great novelist 
and his wife. 
The novelist’s stories, have shown that 
a harmonious and artistic sense for form 
was a part, and an important part, of his 
intellectual equipment, and this trait, to ­ 
gether with a highly imaginative temper­ 
ament and a strong feeling for the essen­ 
tially dramatic, 
was without doubt a 
natural endowment. 
W ilkie Collins was a short man, 
of 
slender build, with a large head and 
broad, prominent forehead and large, in­ 
telligent eyes. 
He had for three months 
been a prisoner in the room in which he 
died. 
He was 65 years of age, aud the 
illness, which primitively Mas due to a 
long standing affection of the heart, was 
made serious by a stroke of paralysis two 
months ago. 
This stroke Dr. Carr Beard 
brought him through successfully and his 
patient was steadily progressing toward 
recovery when he was seized with an a t­ 
tack of bronchitis. 
This greatly com pli­ 
cated the symptoms and he was not strong 
enough to throw it off.

DANIEL DOUGHERTY. 


A s the result of this ho was known as a 
kickor, and some of tho bitterest speeches 
he over mado were in opposition to the 
dynasty which ruled Pennsylvania so long.

After a good deal of hesitation on 
his part he responded when called upon 
lor a speech, and at once attracted the 
newspaper boys, 
He is, as is well known, 
a warm admirer of Mr. Cleveland, and his 
speech at the S t Louis convention was one 
long to be remembered. If Mr. Dougherty 
goes to Congress he will soon become one 
of 
the most Active as 
well 
as 
the 
most popular of its members, and he 
would be a most worthy successor of Mr. 
Cox, who had given so many years of ser­ 
vice to New York city. 
Mr. Cox had been 
a reproientative from the district in ques­ 
tion only since his return from the Turkish 
mission, having 
previously 
represented 
two other districts. 


C L IN T O N 
B. F ISK . 


S k e tc h o f th e Life off the Noted Prohi­ 
bitionist. 
Clinton B. Fisk was the son of Benja­ 
min and Lydia Aldricfi Fisk, and was bern 
at Clapp’s Corners now called Greigsville), 
N. Y ., Dec. 28, 
1828. 
From there his 
father removed to Southeastern Michigan, 
where ho died when the child was less than 
4 years old. 
Clinton early began to make 
his own way. 
Ho was converted when 
very 
young, 
and joined the Baptist 
church, 
He espoused the anti-slavery 
cause, and carried the Birney flag in the 
campaign of 1840, and he remained an 
abolitionist. 
His mother later remarried, 
young Clinton's opportunities to obtain an 
education increased, and he struggled for 
a college course; among his classmates 
were W irt W. Dexter and J. Stirling Mar­ 
tin, both of 
Chicago. 
Then he taught 
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The Square Dealers Lead. 
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OEN CLINTON B. FISK. 
school, then labored to go to Ann Arbor, 
but was obliged to give it upon account of 
weak eyos. 
It was a severe blow, but he 
manfully bore up under it. 
In 1850 he was married to Miss Jean­ 
nette Crippen, who had been a student 
with him at Albion, 
and with whose 
brother he entered business at Coldwater. 
There he joined the Methodist church. The 
crash of 1857 cast down the young banker, 
but ho survived with full credit. 
He went 
in 1857 to St. Louis and gave his attention 
to insurance, and he traveled much and 
prospered. 
He became acquainted with 
Lincoln at this time, and Bishop Simpson 
and Gov. Evant of Colorado. 
He became 
deeply interested when the war broke out 
in the success of the Union, and was first 
in the home guards, then in public affaire 
generally. 
He raised a regiment, 
the 
Thirty-Third Missouri Volunteers, and was 
commissioned its Colonel 
He was a Chris­ 
tian soldier. 
He served through the war 
in various capacities, rose to the rank of 
brevet Major-General, was the freedman’s 
friend, and afterward did so much to found 
the university that Bears his name. 
During tho years following the war he 
went into railroad w> rk, and became very 
successful. 
He was placed at the head of 
the Indian commission by President Grant, 
and was elected its president. 
His interest 
in behalf of the colored people enlarged 
itself and embraced the Indians. His work 
in these fields has been exceedingly suc­ 
cessful and helpful. 
He 
Decame a leader 
in tho Prohibition party, and in 1888 was 
its candidate for President. 
Gen. Fisk 
has been very active in church work, as 
well as for the State in all its concerns.

The toial number of congregations in tbe 
synod is 152, of which 116 are supplied 
aid 36 are uneupplied.

AFTER THE MILWAUKEE ROAD. 


In d icted for V iolating th e In te r-S ta te 
C om m erce Law. 


S t. 
P a u l, 
Minn., Oct IO.—The Mil­ 
waukee road has been indicted by the 
United States grand jury for violation of 
the inter-state commerce law and the trial 
of the cause will be of the greatest im­ 
portance, testing, as it will, the right of 
railroads to charge higher rates to interior 
towns than to St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
There is also involved in the issue the 
question of hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars revenue to the railroads. 
It is said 
that Fairbault, at the instance of which 
town this indictment was securod, pays to 
the railroads the sum of $100,000 a year 
freight rates. 
The "Soo” road was not indicted because 
there was no case against it. 
It had only 
shipped one consignment of alcohol at a 
low rate and it did not appear that it was 
ready to ship all the a’cohol it could 
get at the same rate. 
The trial of the 
Milwaukee case will demonstrate the right 
of railroad companies to ignore Hie long 
and short haul clause of the inter state 
law in instances where it affects the road’s 
revenue.
